to irrigate too frequently, since the 
water not only causes the soil to run 
together, but lowers the temperature 


; to a point that is not favorable to the 
! growth of potatoes. Irrigation water 
! is applied only when the condition of 


; the plants indicates that they are in 


> need of water, as by darkening of the 
foliage. 
Or one may dig down in the 


; hill and press a handful of soil in the 


'. hand; if it fails to retain its funn, ir- 


3 rigation is needed. Care should be 


• taken not to wait until the; ground is 
| too dry, because one cannot cover the 
| whole field of potatoes in one day ir- 
| rigation, and some are likely to suffer 


i for water before being reached. 
The 


! writer's experience is that if potatoes 


j are grown as rapidly as possible, so as 
: to become strong and well established 


i early in the season, they withstand the 
: maximum of unfavorable weather con- 
; (litions later on, when the hot. dry 
; winds become a menace to the crop. 
! 
When the time for irrigation ar- 


j rives, a V-shaped trench half-way be- 


twee7i the rows should be opened in 


I alternate middles, with an eight or 


ten-inch list plow; that is, a narrow 
plow with a double moldboard which 
throws the dirt each way. In these 
furrows the irrigation water is run so 
that the soil will not become solidified 
by flooding, and the necessary amount 
of water may be properly distributed. 
For the second irrigation furrows are 
opened in the middles that were not 
opened at the first irrigation, and this 
alternation is continued for succeed- 
ing irrigations. 
At the head of each 


field is a feeder ditch from which the 
water is admitted to these irrigation 
furrows between the rows. It is es- 
sential that the right quantity of water 
be used, and that it be uniformly dis- 
tributed. 
Cultivation 
should com- 


mence as soon after irrigation as the 
soil will permit, so as to insure rapid 
and uniform growth without check. 
This will not only result in the pro- 
duction of smooth, uniform tubers of 


j attractive appearance, which are al- 


I ways in demand at high prices, but 


I will also result in large, profitable 
yields and at the same time keep the 
soil in good mechanical condition for 
future crops. 


If great care nnd scientific methods 


are necessary for the best results in the 


! production of market potatoes, they ' 
iare tenfold more important, in growing 
| seed stock for next year's planting. 


i Uniform growth of tubers 
for 
seed i 


purposes, without check in develop-1 
ment, produces a seed potato of high- 
er vitality than tubers of uneven 
growth; and the clean, smoth tuber 
with tough skin, free from clinging 
soil or dirt, keeps better and is freer 
form disease germs during the long 
season before next year's planting.—

We 
would not have it different perhaps, 
and undoubtedly some of the peppers 
in the grammar school yard needed to 
go; but let us not allow pepper tree 
•cutting to become epidemic. We can 
not afford to lose many from the val- 
ley. 


TO RESIST COLDS. 


Speaking of epidemics, a clever med- 


ical student told me something in- 
teresting concerning the plague in 
China. You know the death rate in 
some areas is 90 per cent—an appall- 
ing and horrible fact. 
My medical 


friend informed me that scientific ex- 
periment had shown that a germ of 
low degree of virulence became ex- 
ceedingly virulent by pasing through 
a weak medium. For instance, a germ 
taken from a patient suffering but lit- 
tle from a malady, transferred to a 
white mouse or 
rabbit, neither of 


which have stamina, becomes exceed- 
ingly virulent. 
It follows that this 


plague germ in China has been pas- 
sing from ones of low resisting pow- 
er to others equally weak and thus is 
gaining in strength.

IS YOUR SOIL WASHING? 


'A Cover Crop of Vetch Will Prevent 


Rains Carrying Away Top-Soil and 


Also Assist in Fertilization. 


Are you fertilizing the ranches that 


lie down below you? Or are you put- 
ting the fertilizer on your own ranch 
and keeping it there? 


Are you filling the top-soil with high 


grade commercials and barnyard hu- 
mus, 
only to see it float off to the 


lands below in the bottom when the 
first heavy rains come, carrying the 
top-soil with it? 


How many ways can the rancher 


lose by a heavy water run-off? 
At 


least in three ways. He can lose a 
large percentage of the fertilizer he 
has bought and mixed into the soil; 
he can lose the best part of his soil' 
which is the top-soil; and he can lose 
the water itself, which if checked and 
allowed to settle in, will fin up the 
ground against the long summer sea- 
son to come. 


Vetch is the answer. 
Not merely 


the sowing of vetch in the winter, but 
the sowing of it at a time early 
enough to insure a high stand at the 
time when it is reasonable to expect 
that the heavy rains will come. Heavy 
mulching will do the same thing, but 
vetch is preferable because it is one 
of the cheapest and most available 
of fertilizers itself. It is a good thing 
to alternate with vetch and barnyard 
manure or straw, but the 
biggest 


point to keep in mind is the sowing 
of the vetch at an early enough per- 
iod to insure its being in heavy stand 
at the time the rains come. Then you 
also get the full benefit of the matured 
vetch. 


It cost the Department of Agricul- 


ture a good deal of money and a long 
time in study to find out that it is 
the matured vetch that brings the re- 
sult in nitrogen to the soil—about 
200 pounds to the acre. This is only 
when it is properly matured. It is a 
form of plant disease that causes the 
vetch to be valuable in nitrogen. In 
order to form the tubercles or nodules 
wherein, is secreted the nitrogen in 
the legume plants, the vetch must ar- 
rive at a thoroughly mature age, and 
this cannot be done when the vetch 
is planted late, and plowed under 
green. It is a fact, that many ranchers 
have accepted vetch as a green cover 
crop, knowing that it is rich in nitro- 


tlcing what is being preached here 
But there are others who do not know 
Hence this little story on vet oh, which 
the Argus inserts for the good it may 
do.

will vetch. This plant is a natural 
soil-loosener. Its roots penetrate to a 
depth that no plow can reach, letting 
in the air, brightening up the soil—at 
work cultivating, night and day. After 
the vetch crop, the farmer may sow in 
burr clover if he desires. Burr clover 
is a natural California plant, thrives 
well, and does many things that vetch 
can do for the soil, doing them as 
well. 


But the great mistake made is to 


plant the cover crop too late to insure 
a good stand. On the G. I. Lytle ranch 
in Covina this year, there is a splen- 
did stand of vetch. It has caught the 
water. It is maturing 
and getting 


ready to distribute 200 pounds of ni- 
trogen to the acre into the soil. Vetch 
is going to be a splendid asset to the 
owner of this ranch. It would be well 
to make inquiries as to the best time 
to get in vetch crop on high or low 
ground, small or large trees. 


By all means stop the water run-off. 


It carries away the best soil and the 
costly fertilizer with it. It you are 
driven to it, basin the land and hold 
as much water as you can; mulch the 
land, or build a wooden or earthen 
dyke around the ranch. 
Much good 


money flows down stream with the 
winter run-off.

NO. 85. 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD 


OP TRUSTEES OP THE CITY OP 
COVINA, 
ORDERING 
CERTAIN 


WORK TO BE DONE ON CITRUS 
AVENUE, IN THE CITY OF CO- 


. VINA. 


•C£ 
The Board of Trustees of the City 


of Covina do ordain as follows: 


Section 1.—That the Board of Trus- 


tees of the City of Covina deems it to 
be required by the public interest and 
convenience, and hereby orders, that 
the following work be done, towit: 


1st. That all that part of Citrus 


Avenue, in the City of Covina extend- 
ing from the northern boundary of 
said city on the north to the south 
line of Orange Street extended easter- 
ly on the south, including all intersec- 
tions of streets, avenues and alleys, 
except (1), a strip of land thirty- 
three (33) feet in width across said 
Citrus Avenue, being sixteen and one- 
half (16 Vi) feet on each side of the 
east and west section line between 
Sections Eleven (11) and Twelve (12) 
and Sections Thirteen (13) and Four-

pense thereof. 
Such diagram shall 


show each separate lot, piece or par- 
cel of land, the area in square feet of 
each of said lots, pieces or parcels 
of land, and the relative location of 
the same to the work proposed to be 
done, all within the limits of said as- 
sessment district. 


Section 4.—The said Board of Trus- 


tees finds, upon estimates of the City 
Engineer of said city, that the cost of 
said proposed work and improvement 
will be greater than fifty cents per 
front foot along each line of said 
street so proposed to be improved 
as hereinbefore set forth, including the 
cost of intersection work assessable 
upon said frontage, and said Board of 
Trustees determines that serial bonds 
shall be issued to represent the cost 
of said work or improvement; said 
serial bonds shall extend over a period 
ending nine years from and after the 
second day of January next succeed- 
ing the date of said bonds, and an even 
annual proportion of the principal sum 
thereof shall he payable by coupon on 
the second day of January every year 
after their date until the whole is paid; 
and the interest shall be payable semi- 
annually, by coupon, on the second 
days of January and July respectively 
of each year.at the rate of seven per 
cent per annum on all sums unpaid, un- 
til the whole of said principal and in- 
terest is paid. Such bonds shall be 
issued in accordance with the provis- 
ions of an Act of the Legislature of 
the State of California, entitled, "An 
Act to Provide a System of Street Im- 


provement Bonds to Represent Certain 
Assessments for the Cost of Street 
Work and Improvement within Muni- 
cipalities, and also for the Payment of 
Such Bonds," approved February 27th, 
1893, 
and of all acts supplementary 


thereto and amendatory thereof. 


Section 5.—The City Clerk is hereby 


directed to publish a notice of said 
work, inviting sealed proposals or bids ! 
for doing said work and referring to !

specifications posted or on

once per 
week for 
two 
successive j 


weeks in the "Covina Argus." a week-i 
ly newspaper published and circulated 
in said City of Covina and hereby 
designated 
for that purpose. 
Said 


notice shall require a certified check, 
or bond, either, as prescribed by law, 
and for an amount not less than ten 
per cent of the aggregate of the pro- 
posals. 


He is also directed to post said no- 


tice with specifications conspicuously 
for five days on or near the chamber 
door of the place of meeting of the 
Board of Trustee?. 


Section 6.—The City Clerk shall cer- 


tify to the adoption of this ordinance 
and shall cause the same to be pub- 
lished once per week for two succes- 
sive weeks in the "Covina Argus," 
said newspaper being hereby designat- 
ed for that purpose, and thereupon 
and thereafter it shall take effect and 
be in force.

ed at a regular meeting of the Board 
of Trustees of the City of Covina, held 
on the 7th day of February, 1911, by 
the affirmative vote of at least three 
trustees, towit:
